A tour of the wholesale houses yesterday re- 
vealed the fact that the people are using the 
finest grades of sugar and that the removal of 
the present duty will not affect the quality 
but for its improvement. The tariff now 


furnish about one-tenth of the amount of 
domestic consumption, will be assisted by a 
bounty aggregating less than $5,000,000 per 
annum, 

Reid, Murdoch & Co. thought that 
prices would largely depend on the 
action of refiners after the tariff measure 
passes. Any statements now made would be 
based on hypothetical cases. They observe 
that hard sugars have crowded out soft 
sugarsin popular favor. Undoubtedly the 
poorer classes would be benefited ultimately 
by the pending bill if it became a law, as 
they would be enabled to obtain superior 
grades at prices now paid for the inferior 
quality. 

Mr. Watson of Franklin MacVeagh 
& Co. said the consumption of granu- 
lated sugar had increased from about 40 
per cent to nearly 60 per cent of the total 
amount-handled in this locality during the 
last four years. The use of granulated sugars 
will continue to increase, as consumers will 
buy them at five to six cents per pound in 
preference to dark brown sugars when the 
latter sell at but one-half to one cent per 
pound less. The cost of refining for granu- 
lated sugar from the raw material is estimated 
at about a half cent per pound. The grower 
may likely increase his prices after the pend- 
ing bill passes. It was barely possible that 
consumers would reap the benefit of the re- 
duction of the duty soon. ä 

Mr. Etheridge of Sprague, Warner & Co. 
said the present law was in the interest of re- 
finers at the expense of others. He thought 
the removal of the duty was highly proper, 
as the Sugar Trust had fully demonstrated that 
the product no longer required protection. 
He felt confident that Spreckels’ new refinery 
at Philadelphia, with its modern appliances, 
could compete successfully with any refinery 
in the world. He predicts that the Sugar 
Trust will take advantage of the time between 
the passage of the pending bill and the date of 
its going into effect to advance prices from

DEMOCRATS NOT ALL OUT. 


Some Important Federal Offices Still Held 
by the Bourbons, 7 

Wasutnetor, D. C., Sept. 25.—[Special. ]— 
The President’s return has disclosed the fact 
that some important Federal offices are still 
held by Democrats. He might have forgot- 
ten it during his brief absence in the mount- 
ains. So a good many Republican Congress- 
men were on hand this morning to remind 
him of it. Last night the President's family 
went first to the White House, and after a gen- 
eral survey, which disclosed the fact that it 
was not habitable, was driven to the residence 
of Postmaster General Wanamaker 
on 1 street, where the night was 
spent. This morning the President 
went quite early to the Executive 
Mansion, where he found his desk almost hid- 
den under the work that had accumulated 
during the last threé weeks. The callers began 
to pour in soon after he had seated himself, 
among the first being Secretary Noble and 
Solicitor-General Taft. 

Mrs. Harrison spent the morning at the 
house inspecting the improvements and mak- 
ing suggestions as to the matters in which she 
wished to exercise her taste. 

The Vice-President called at about 11 
o’clock. The President endured the penetrat- 
ing odors of paint for awhile, but was finally 
forced to evacuate the library and seek refuge 
in the Cabinet room, which has escaped the 
ravages of the decorators to a considerable 
extent.

GOSSIP FROM THE NATION’S CAPITAL. 


Shipbuilders Eager to Get Government Con- 
tracts—Washington Notes. 

Wasuineton, D. C., Sept. 25.—[Special. ]— 
There will be at least four determined com- 
petitors in the contest for the chance to build 
the three great battle ships and the swift 
triple-screw cruiser for the navy, for which 
bids are to be opened Oct. 1. The cost of 
these vessels will aggregate about $15,000,000, 
and the conditions of their construction are 
sufficiently favorable to induce bids from the 
most active manufacturers. It is quite cer- 
tain that bids will be received from Cramp 
of Philadelphia, Scott of San Francisco, the 
Bath Iron Works, and the Edison Iron Works 
of San Francisco, thus giving two competitors 
fromeach coast. There are indications to 
show also that the Columbian Iron Works of 
Baltimore will bid. Gen. Hyde, the Presi- 


dent of the Bath company; Mr. Cramp, of the 


Philadelphia firm; Mr. Schuyler, President of 


the Risdon works ; and Mr. Irving Scott, mana- 
ger ofthe Union Iron Works, are all in the 
city looking over the field and making figures. 
The fiercest fight will be between Scott and 
Cramp, neither of whom loves the other well 
and who are now engaged in a bitter rivalry 
in the work already in their hands. Scott has 
ascore to settle on account of his defeat 
several months ago in the case of the contract 
for crusier No. 6, and it is expected that he 
will bid low to get his revenge as well as the 
contract. It is not unlikely that the vessels 
will be divided among the bidders.

MAY DECIDE TO STRIKE. 


DISSATISFACTION AMONG THE WEST 
SIDE STREET-CAR EMPLOYES. 


The Clash Between the Officers and the 
Men May Result in Serious Trouble— 
Peace Expected to Be Established at the 
Stock-Yards Today — Illinois Central 
Trainmen Partially Successful in Secur- 
ing Their Demands—Northwestern En- 

~ gimeers’ and Conductors’ Federation. 

The long-expected clash between the em- 
ployés of the West Side street-car company 
and its officers promises to come about in the 
near future. Everything depends on the 
action of the men at a special meeting which 
they have calied for tomorrow evening. Ifa 


strike occurs it will be a struggle for life or 


death as far as the union of the men is 
ecncerned. For months the men have 
charged that Mr. Yerkes was trying to 
break up their organization, as he did 
that of the North Side men. The conflict was 
expected when the cable road should be 
started, but it was avoided by an agreement 
as to wages being made beforehand. It ap- 
pears to be impossible to put it off any 
longer. 

Attention was called a few days ago to acir- 
cular published by the old Union No. 1 of the 
employés, charging that the officers of the 
company used money to disrupt the union by 
starting an opposition organization, and also 
for political purposes. Manager Parsons re- 
fused to take cognizance of the matter. When 
the Executive Committee of the union called 
upon him Wednesday he repeated his refusal. 

The men now state that employés are being 
discharged right and left for no apparent 
cause, and that if they goto Mr. Parsons to 
ask the reason of their discharge they get no 
satisfaction. This, they say, is done for the 
purpose of destroying the union. The men 
are out of temper. Being in comparatively 
good fighting trim, and realizing that a fight 
must come sooner or later, it is not improb- 
able that they will make the effort at nce. 

The company will make a stubborn resist- 
ance. It is stated that it has the addresses 
of 5,000 men on its books who have made 
application for work and can be drawn upon 
at any time. 

“If the men quit,” said a confidential man 
of the management, “they must make up 
their minds to quit, for not one of them will 
get back into the employ of the company.” 

The men think that the company is rather 
inviting a fight. Mr. Parsons denies this. He 
says the company wants no fight and is mak- 
ing no preparations for it by em- 
ploying men in advance. That matter 
will be taken up when the time comes, 
he says. Mr. Parsons was asked yesterday to 
state the company’s side of the controversy, 
but he declined todo so. He could say noth- 
ing that could stop a strike. If the men should 
decide to quit work then the company would 
make a full statement of the case, but not 
before. 

Politics is said to be back of the trouble. 
The members of Union No. 2 and the company 
make that charge, but do not explain in what 
way the politicians have their fingers in it. 

PEACE PROBABLE AT THE YARDS. 
The “Q.” Question Likely to Be Settled— 

Other Railroad Labor Matters. 


The Q.“ engines sent to the Stock-Yards 
Monday to do the Chicago, Burlington and 


- Quincy’s proportion of the switching in Pack- 


ingtown will be at work this morning. This 
is the statement Superintendent Law made 
last evening when asked what conclusion had 
been reached regarding the trouble between 
the engineers and switchmen and the men 
manning the Q.“ engines. 

All day yesterday the Burlington engineers 
and firemen sat in their cabs taking everything 
easy. Early yesterday morning a com- 
mittee composed of an engineer and a 
fireman callea upon the “Q.” men. 
A short talk was had and the men went away, 
returning later with several switchmen, The 
two, Q.“ engineers were questioned, and it 
was finally decided that there were no objec- 
tions to any of the men on the engines except 
Engineer Warner. 

The strikers had acted under the impression 
that all the Q.“ men at the yards were em- 
ployed by that road during the strike of 1888. 


It was found, however, that only Warner was 


so employed, and the others did not enter the 
service of the company until the strike was 
declared off. This removed the objections to 
them on the part of the men. 

At 12 o’clock Vice-Grand Master Downey 
of the Switchmen’s Mutual Aid Association 
arrived at the headquarters of the Switching 
Association, corner of Forty-seventh street 
and Center avenue, to have a talk with Super- 
intendent Law, according to agreement. Mr. 
Law had been summoned to a meeting of 
general railway superintendents, being held 
at the Q.“ office, and Mr. Downey returned 
to the city. 

At the meeting of the superintendents it 
was resolved to give Mr: Law full power to 
hire and discharge all men in the employ of the 
Switching Association. 

A committee composed of engineers, fire- 
men, and switchmen called at the grand-lodge 
offices of the Switchmen’s Asssciation about 3 
o’clock yesterday afternoon and held a con- 
ference with Vice-Grand Master Downey. 
The committee returned to the Stock- 
Yards, intending’ to call on Super- 
intendent Law and present an 
ultimatum. He was not found, and action was 
postponed until this morning. It is under- 
stood the men will insist on the Q.“ engines 
being manned by engineers against whom no 
charge can be made of taking strikers’ places 
during the Q.“ strike. That their demands 
will be complied with is almost assured by the 
positive declarations of Superintendent Law 
and Chairman Royce of the Superintendents’ 
Association that the Q.“ engines will be at 
work today. The men are determined in their 
refusal to work with Q.“ strike engineers, 
and there is but one inference to be drawn. 

At the General Superintendents’ meeting 
yesterday Mr. Royce, who occupied the posi- 
tion of Chairman of the Superintendents’ Ex- 
ecutive Committee, resigned his office. 

Grand Master Sweeney of the Switchmen’s 
Mutual Aid Association is not expected to re- 
turn to the city till Saturday or Monday. He 
has not been communicated with in regard to

HEARS STRANGE VOICES. 
THE EXTRAORDINARY EXPERIENCE 
OF DR. B. DOUGLAS FOSTER. 


He Is Continually Haunted by Their Admo- 
nitions and Exhortations and Is Gifted 
with a Sort of Second Sight—On Account 
of Them He Was Adjudged Insane and 
Sent to Kankakee, but He Gave No Sign 
of Mental Aberration. 

Dr. B. Douglas Foster is a reputable phy- 
sician with an office at No. 33 Rush street and 
a handsomely furnished home in Hyde Park, 
at Langley avenue and Forty-fifth street. He 
is 82 years old, has a round, jolly face, is in- 
clined to be fat, and impresses one as an easy 
going, matter-of-fact sort of fellow, and not 
atall the kind of man who had anything 
mysterious or peculiar about him. But Dr. 
Foster is a remarkable exemplification of the 
deceptiveness of external appearances. 

His life was the uneventful one of a rising 
young practitioner until last April. Then 
he began to hear voices. They were not hu- 
man voices. They seemed to be in thg air. 
They talked to him and he could not see 
whence they came. They haunted him. They 
did not stop for their meals. They mani- 
fested a relentless affection for their unfortu- 
nate victim. They are talking to him now as 
they have been every moment these five 
months. 

“They began to mein the night,” 
says Dr. Foster. I did not understand it. 
I became frightened when the thing kept up. 
They kept gradually incredsing their atten- 
tions until they Continuous, and they 
have been with mie ever since. There were 


two of them, two male voices. But they had | 


the power of assuming the voices of others—a 
kind of ventriloquism. They began talking 
religion to me. I had always been an agnos- 
tic. I thought it was spiritualism, hypnotism, 
or something of that kind. They did not 
then and do not now bother me in my sleep, 
but if I awake I hear them talking. In the 
morning they always begin as soon as I 
awake and keep up all day. When I am read- 
ing intently or talking I do not hear them. 
The sound of your voice or of another’s 
drowns them. But unless I read or talk 
they possess me entirely. They don’t 
make me nervous now, but the constant 
nagging, of course, bothers me. My health 
however, has never been so good as in the 
last five months. They are entirely external. 
One night I put some pytty in my ears—cotton 
would not keep them dut. The putty hushed 
them at once. I can’t always keep putty in 
my ears, though.“ 

Dr. Foster spoke seemingly rationally and 
evidently realized how strange his story 


sounded. 
Cannot Explain It, 

„A physician would call it a hallucination 
of hearing. But it is not. The thoughts 
and words which I hear could not 
originate in my own mind. Why, I 
have often been obliged to go to 
the dictionary to.find the meaning of some 
word the voices used which I had never heard 
before. Prof. Lyman is a distinguished 
specialist on nervous diseases. He cannot 
explain the voices. No one can.“ 

One day last May Mrs. Foster came home 
and found the doctor with the baby in his 
arms, praying furiously. He had always been 
an agnostic. She was frightened. 

I was frightened by the voices. They had 


been trymg to convert me, explains the 


doctor. : 
When he told her about the voices she 
thought he-was crazy. ‘He began to think so 
himself. His friend Dr. Frank T. Andrews 
advised him to put himself under the treat- 
ment of insanity specialists. Simeon Flint 


of Kendallville, Ind., his father-in-law, had 


him brought before the County Court, May 15, 
and Judge Prendergast committed him to the 
Kankakee Asylum. He was there six weeks 


and was discharged June 27. 

I am just as insane now as I was then. I 
was frightened. That wasall. I’ve got over 
the fright now,” says Dr. Foster. And no 
one would dream of calling the doctor insane 
now, unless perchance he should tell the story 
of the voices. 

„Do you hear them now?’ asked the re- 
porter. 

Dr. Foster listened a few seconds and then 
replied that they were exhorting him to be- 
come converted and to quit using tobacco, 

It is my will against theirs, he added. I 
still smoke.”’ 

The following letters will be of interest in 
connection with this strange case. It should 
be remembered that at the time of his com- 


mitment to Kankakee the papers erroneously 
stated that the cause was alcoholism : 

Curcaco, Sept. 21.—Richard Dewey, M. D.— 
Dear Sir: Your former patient, Dr. Foster, wishes 
me to express aa opinion as to his present mental 
condition. From what conversation I have had 
with him he appears to me to be perfectly ration- 
al upon all points of general or special interest, 
whether connected with his profession or not. 

He still suffers from the annoyance of hearing 
voices, but is disposed to attribute them to cer- 
tain external influences, about which he can tell 
you better thanI can. Yours very respectfully,

Curcaao, Sept. 23.—To Whom It May Concern: 
It is absolutely certain that Dr, B. D. Foster's 
mental condition was not caused bythe use of 
alcohol or any other drug; nor did the jury so 
decide.

AFTER THE SOUTHERN COAL BARONS. 


The Government Commences Proceedings 
Against Them Under the Anti-Trust Law. 
Nasuvitta, Tenn., Sept. 25.—[Special.]— 

Acting under instructions received from the 

Attorney-General of the United States John 

Ruhm, Attorney-General for the middle dis- 

trict of this State, today filedin the office of 

the Clerk of the United States Court a peti- 
tion under the Anti-Trust law against the com- 
panies owning or operating mines from which 
the cogl consumed in this city is shipped and 
all the dealers in Nashville who sell the same 
to consumers. The defendant companies 
have mines in Tennessee or Kentucky 
and conduct their business under charters 
obtained in one of the two States. 

The capital of the companies amounts to 

many millions of dollars, and their business 

in this city and the States of Tennessee and 

Kentucky is very extensive. The petition, 

which is a voluminous document, alleges that 

a combination or trust exists between them to 

fix prices for the Nashville coal market and 

thus monopolize and control the coal trade in 

Nashville. It alleges at peices are fixed by 

the combine at which shall be sold in 

Nashville, and that local dealers bind them- 

selves not to buy from any minmg com- 

pany not a member of the exchange, 
while the mining companies bind themselves 
not to sell to any Nashville dealer who is not 

a member, petition asks for an o- 

tion in accordance with the provisions of the 

Anti-Trust law passed by Congress July 2, and

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rng shape Instead of passing the House bill for the be. 
lief of the Supreme Court by the creation of a 
Circuit Appellate Court the Senate has adopt- 
ed a substitute which differs in several mate- 
rial respects, and an attempt will be made to 
settle matters by a conference committee. 
It is doubtful whether it can be done so late 
in the session. 

The House bill provides for the appoint- 
ment of two new Circuit Judges for each of 
the nine circuits, who, with the present Judge, 
are to form a Court of Appeals, whose judg- 
ments are to be final only where the jurisdic- 
tion of the court depends on the citizenship 
of the parties. The Senate substitute pro- 
vides for the appointment of but one 
additional Circuit Judge to each circuit, who, 
with the present Judge, the Supreme Court 
Justice for that circuit, or, if he cannot be 
present, one of the District Judges, shall make 
up the Court of Appeals. This is inferior to 
the House measure in that it continues the 
present system of the Supreme Court Justice, 
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Tus latest price for silver in Wall street

THE BINDING TWINE OBJECT LESSON. 

There appears to be no appreciable differ- 
ence between Massachusetts Republican pro- 
tectionists and Democratic free-traders, ex- 
cept that the former are sincere and consistent 
and the latter are not. Touch any protected 
interest of the State and there is as loud an 
outcry from one side as from the other. 7 

Thus when the Senate put binding twine on 
the free list the Democratic Boston Herald 
complained that one of the industries of 
Massachusetts had been attacked. It was far 
from rejoicing at the application even on a 
small scale of its tariff for revenue only prin- 
ciples. The Globe, also Democratic free trade, 
is likewise disgruntled. It does not see why 
binding twine was “singled out for assault. 
Had the mills that make it been in another 
State it would not have had a word to say, but 
when it comes to a home industry protection- 
ists and free-traders lift up their voices in 
unison. 

The Globe complains also of other blows 
at New England.” The duty on wool has 
been raised, and the Pennsylvanians have had 
influence enough to prevent the reduction of 
duty on steel billets. But this free trade paper 
finds no fault with the increased protection 
given New England manufacturers of woolens, 
hardware, and cutlery. Its free trade means 
free raw materials and protected manufact- 
ured goods—the Republicans to have the re- 
sponsibility of furnishing the protection and 
being blackguarded therefor by the Demo- 
crats. . 

But if bindmg twine cannot stand a mild 
dose of free trade, what manufacturing indus- 
try can? The duty has been taken off the raw 
material in the bill. A syndicate of American 
and Canadian mills controls the manilla hemp 
market and forces down prices mercilessly. 
That which makes free competition between 
the European and American manufacturer 
dangerous for the latter is the high price of 
labor at home, but the statistics of the Massa- 
chusetts Labor Board on cost of production 
show that for a binder twine mill it was di- 
vided thus: Raw material, $82.56; labor, $8.14; 
other expenses not specified, such as fuel, etc., 
$9.30. Wages therefore are less than a twelfth 
of the total cost of production, and the differ- 

‘in $8 worth of wages between Massachu- 
setts and England is tov slight a factor to be 
considered. The advantage in items of 
freight would more than offset it. 

But if binding twine, with so much machine 
and so little manual labor to it, cannot live 
without protection, how is it with a manufact- 
ure like that of cutlery, where of the 
total cost of production 86.99 per cent is 
labor and only 7.438 raw material and 
5.58 other expenses? How long would such 
industries stand the withering breath of the 
free competition of the cheap labor of En- 
gland and the Continent which. Mills and the 
Democrats advocate? Unless the working- 
men scaled their wages down to the foreign 
standard they could not exist a week. . 

Is not it possible for the free trade papers 
of Massachusetts and for the workmen of that 
State who have been voting the free trade 
Democratic ticket to draw a moral from this 
binding twine incident? May they uot learn 
from it that it is not safe to vote for free 
trade candidates of the Mills school, for they 
may be more sincere than those who chose 
them and may, if in power, proceed to smash 
all the industries of Massachusetts by putting 
their products on the free list? May not it 
teach them that people who play with fire may 
get burnt? May not they learn from this 
little binding twine incident that they do not 
want the economic ideas they have been ad- 
vocating to be put in force? The Senate has 
given them one little teaspoonful of free trade 
and they are alteady sick. What would the 
consequences be if they had to choke down 


a bottle full of it? If Massachusetts work- 


ingmen keep on votmg forthe Democratic 
ticket after this binding twine episode it will 
be impossible to have any respect for their in- 
telligence. 


THE MISTAKES OF MILLS, 

Mr. Mills in his Racine speech said that 
England bought 477 millions of bushels of 
grain from the United States. Tus Tatsunn 
has refuted that wild assertion, showing that 
its purchases of wheat were but a small frac- 
tion of that quantity. He also assumed that 
we could materially increase our grain ex- 
ports by cultivating more friendly relations 
with England. That country buys wheat and 
flour from us as a matter of necessity, doing 
so only when it cannot obtain the required 
food on better terms elsewhere. It 1s not 
from love forthe United States that it is 
our customer for breadstuffs. The trade in 
that and other merchandise is dictated by 
other motives than the active working of a 
philanthropic bump, if-there be such a one in 


while the Danubian Valley finds England a 
willing purchaser for all the corn (maize) it 
has to spare. It has done its “level best 
to cultivate Northern India up to she 


sellers here, has been substantially as follows: 
“We are independent of America. If you 
have anything to sell name your price, but it

of the common people. They are in much 
the same position as were the slaves in our 
Southern States previous to the rebellion war. 
Bread made from wheat flour was with them 
a treat only to be enjoyed on a holiday or as 
a special favor from the master. Now the 
colored people of the South are among the 
best customers known by the miller in the 
North, and the same may be said of those 
whose fathers and mothers were designated 
as poor white trash, who fared little better 
than the negro except that they were not 
obliged to labor under the impulse of the lash. 

The people of those Latin-American coun- 
tries would increase their consumption of flour 


aud meats fully as much proportionally as 


have the people of our cotton States, if encour- 
aged to do so by opening the doors that now 
shut out all but the richest among them from 
the enjoyment of what are bere regarded as 
necessary to the comfort of the poorest wage- 
worker in the land—our wheat flour. Hence 
the countries of tropical and semi-tropical 
America offer us a’field for a large extension 
of our exports of breadstuffs which existe no- 
where elee on the wide expanse of earth. Its 
cultivation would mean that very soon instead 
of 10,000,000 bushels of grain in an exceptional 
year we should be exporting to that part of 
the world 10,000,000 barrels of flour per an- 
num as a regular feature of our trade, witha 
good prospect of doubling the figures in the 
future, and the immediate resfilt of bettering 
the prices realized for their produce by our 
farmers by 20 cents a bushel on their wheat 
and one to two cents a pound on their pork 
and beef. And this export business would be 
done a8 a matter of exchange for the tropical 
produce of those countries now needed and 
taken by us, 

If this ex-Chairman of the Committee on 
Ways and Means and personification of igno- 
rance in matters of political economy wishes 
to be regarded as an authority in the furnish- 
ing of valuable facts he should either take the 
trouble to post himself a little or else.confine 
his forensic efforts to audiences further 
South. He ought not to assume to offer his 
misinformation to the intelligent citizens of 
Wisconsin, who can read and write and think 
for themselves, and know better than to be be- 
guiled by false reasonings based on statements 
of fact manufactured for the purpose of sup- 
porting the argument. 


THE DRAMSHOP ACT WILL NOT BE RE- 
PEALED 


Certain dramsellers uf this State have been 
holding their yearly convention at Joliet. 
The place was selected most appropriately. 
because within a few minutes“ walk of the city 
there is a large and flourishing colony of men 
whose friendly relations with whisky and its 
venders led in most cases to the State giving 
them free board and lodging and substantial, 
though variegated, clothing. 

The dramsellers, in addition to other busi- 
ness, passed some resolutions in the preamble 
to which they defend the dignity and decency 
of their calling and suggest that they should 
be recognized as public benefactors, They 
then proceed to complain of the Dram- 
shop Act, by which saloonkeepers who sell 


whisky to boys or drunkards are punished for 


the mischief that results from so doing. They 
intimate that it should be repealed, because 
there have been cases, they think, where men 
were punished for transgressing its provisions 
unknowingly, but they did not name any of 
those innocent persons. 

The law in question was passed in 1872, re- 
ceiving Democratic as well as Republican 
votes, one of its warmest supporters being 
that well-known Democratic leader, the late 
George Washington Armstrong of La Salle 


County. It is possible that during the nearly - 


twenty years it has been on the statute books 
some galoonkeeper may somewhere have 
been convicted under it for unknowingly 
selling liquor to minors or inebriates, but for 
every such case a thousand guilty saloon- 
keepers have escaped receiving the punish- 
ment they so richly deserved. Under the law 
as it has been construed and executed in this 
county the State has been required prac- 
tically to prove guilty knowledge on the part 
of the saloonkeeper, so it is safe to say no 
innocent dramseller has suffered in this city 
in all those years. 

The whisky-sellers will meet with no assist- 
ance anywhere in their attempts to break 
down the Dramshop Act.“ Decent Demo- 
crats will give none, for they are not in favor 
of the sale of whisky to boys or to drunken 
men who squander in liquor the money which 
snould go to clothe and feed their families, 
and they dislike drunken wife-beaters. When 
the saloonkeeper can show that as few persons 
are damaged by his business as by dry-goods 
or grocery stores, by meat markets or by shoe 
shops, he may with soma ice complain of 
the Dramshop Act.“ But as long as he sells 
that which makes_men drunkards, wife-beat- 
ers, and idle loafers he must not grumble if 
society refuses to look on his business as a 
highly moral and beneficent one. The law 
will stand even if the Legislature should hap- 
pen to be under Democratic control, as the 
rural and church-member Democrats will not 
allow it to be repealed.

The principal one is 
that Schwab was not present in the Supreme 
Court at Ottawa when the death sentence was 
pronounced and that the formal recital in the 
sentence on this day came again the par- 
ties, etc., is not true. As it has never been 
required in this or any other State that a 
defendant shall be present in the Supreme 


Court when it takes final action in his case 


the Federal Judge will probably decide, as the 
State Supreme Court has done, that there is 
nothing in the point. The time when the 
defendant has a right to be present in court 
is when the jury is hearing his case and when 
the Judge is pronouncing sentence. It is 
never the Supreme Court which dooms him to 
death. The trial court has done that and the 
court of appeals merely sustains its finding if 
material error has not entered into the record 
of the trial. 

It is claimed that Gov. Oglesby’s commuta- 
tion of sentence in Schwab’s case was not a 
sufficient warrant for the Sheriff to turn the 
convict over to the Warden of the penitentiary 
for the latter to hold him. The document 


certainly is clumsily worded, does not run 


“in the name of the people of the State,” and 
does not constitute a regular commitment. 
But such defects are technical and curable.

the Chief Justice included, traveling circuit 
when not holding court at Washington. Chief 
Justice Marshall long ago gave it as his 
opinion that this provision of the judiciary 
act was unconstitutional, and that he and his 
associates could riot be forced to sit as nisi 
prius Judges. But as the amount of business 
was small then the law was acquiesced in. It 
is time now to make a change, and not require 
Chief Justice Fuller, in addition to his regular 
work, which is hard enough, to travel circuit 
in Maryland, North and South Carolina, Vir- 
ginia, and West Virginia, and so of the other 
Justices. 

As far as relates to making the decisions of 
the Court of Appeals a finality the Senate is 
better than the House bill. The former pro- 
vides that there shall be no appeal to the Su- 
preme Court in cases in which jurisdiction de- 
pends on the character of suitor, in all cases 
arising under the patent, revenue, and crim- 
inal laws, and all admiralty cases other than 
prize. But where the Judges are in doubt as 
to any law pomt they may certify it to the 
Supreme Court for decision. Those who are 
familiar with the volume of patent and reve- 
nue litigation will see that freeing the Su- 
preme Court from such cases will relieve it 
greatly. 

The Senate substitute provides that appeals 
„may“ be taken direct from the District and 
Circuit Courts to the Supreme Court in cases 
where the death penalty is to be inflicted or 
where the construction of the Constitution or 
the constitutionality of a Federal or State 
law is involved. It would be much better if 
the word must weresubstituted for may,” 
so that no cases shall find their way into the 
Court of Appeals which cannot be determined 
finally there. If it is not forbidden peremp- 
torily to touch such cases lawyers will insist 
on dragging their clients there for the sake 
of the extra fees. For it is by fees that law- 
yers live, and the more toll-gates there are at 
which they can be collected the better for 
them. It should be laid down as an axiom in 
jurisprudence that an Appellate Court should 
touch nothing which it cannot decide for 
good. 

Nor should the lawyers grumble if they are 


forbidden to carry into the Appellate Court 


cases appealable to the Supreme Court, be. 
cause new business and new sources of gain 
will be provided for them by the number of 
cases tried in the District and Circuit Courts, 
which are not appealable at all now, but which 
can be carried by them to the proposed Court 
of Appeals. In a large proportion of the cases 
now tried in the lower courts the decision of 
one Judge is final and conclusive. In about all 
of these except in petty misdemeanors an ap- 
peal would be allowed under either the Senate 
or House measure. 

The Supreme Court has now about 1,300 
cases on its docket and is from three to four 
years behind. That it needs relief is undis- 
puted. That measure will give the most 
which will make the decisions of the Appel- 
late Courts final in the greatest number of 
cases. And the measure which does that will 
lessen also the most the amount which law- 
yers are enabled to collect from clients for 
superfluous services. If there . were a little 
more time at the disposal of the conference 
committees they could, by combining the best 
provisions of the Senate and House plans, 
make a law which would be beneficial equally 
to the Supreme Court and to suitors. 


ANOTHER PRECEDENT. 

The attention of those Democratic papers 
which are accusing Mr. Blaine of “a lack of 
vigor because he does not “ resent the insult 
oflered to the American flag dy the at- 
tempted seizure and death of Gen. Barrundia 
while on an American vessel in a Guatemalan 
port is called to another case bearing on this 
subject. It is of more importauce than the 
one passed on by Secretary Bayard, because a 
man of greater ability—Mr. Seward—was 
Secretary of State. 

Just before the capture and execution of 
Maximilian, while Vera Cruz was still in the 
possession of the Imperialists, an American 
man-of-war was stationed there under com- 
mand of Capt. Roe, One day an American 
merchant vessel turned up having on board 
Gen. Santa Ana, who had for some 
time previous been living as an 
exile in this country. While the 
General denied it, it was perfectly well known 
that his design in returning to Mexico was to 
stir up trouble, and if possible get back into 
power. As the relations of the United States 
with the Juarez Government were of the most 
friendly nature, Capt. Roe took Santa Ana 
from the vessel on which he came, held him 
for a day or so, and then put him back on that 
vessel with orders to the Captain, who had to 
touch at two Mexican ports, not to let him 
go ashore. At one of these ports the vessel 
was surrounded by some Mexican schooners, 
and the local authorities seized Santa Ana. 
He was tried and sentenced to death, but the 
sentence was commuted first to imprisonment 
and then to banishment. 8 

After his capture complaints were made by 
some persons —especially his creditors, who 
were most anxious to get him back that the 
seizure was made unlawfully and that the 
sanctity of the American flag had been out- 
raged. . But these people proceeded on the 
incorrect assumption that at the time of the 
seizure of Santa Ana the vessel which carried 
him was more than a marine league from 
shore, or, in other words, was on the high 
seas. They did not presume to question the 
legality of an arrest made in waters over 
which Mexican jurisdiction extended. As Mr. 
Seward knew that Santa Ana had been 
caught in a Mexican port though on an Amer. 
ican vessel, he made no complaint to the au- 


thorities of Mexico, and he also approved of 


the action of Capt. Roe in doing what he eould 
to prevent the landing of a man he knew was 
going to his native land for no good. It 
would have been much better in this Barrundia

amatory chronicles. 

Instead of killing herself for love of Koch, 
the artist, it is revealed that she killed herself 
for iove of a third party in Germany-named 
Felix. It is further asserted that Koch was 
aware of her passion for Felix and of her 
intention to kill herself, that he was in love 
with her, but she was not in love with him, 
and that he could not dissuade her from her 
purpose. When he fully realized this he de- 


cided to go with her, after she had requested | 


it as a favor to herself. The woman had a 
special object in view. She wished to make 
her exit from life’s stage in a sensational and 
dramatic manner, and succeeded. Koch had 
no other idea than to please her and possibly 
to impress Felix with the intensity of the 
actress’ passion. So the two lunatics went 
out together and purchased pistols ana shot 
themselves, all for love of Felix. 

More fantastic and unromantic still does 
the tragedy appear when it is considered that 
Felix is a married man and has such a prosaic 
idea of his connubial obligations that he could 
not consent to abandon his family in Germany 
and come to this country to gratify the ac- 
tress’ longing for him. From this point of 
view the aecommodating spirit of the artist 
appears in still clearer light. Few men are so 
unselfish as to die for a woman who is in love 
with an unwilling married man. Few men 
are unselfish enough to die for a woman 
under any circumstances, and few women 
would have the hardihood to make such a re- 
quest ofthem. Koch, therefore, is a rara avis, 
and probably no one will regard his conduct 
with more astonishment than Felix. To make 
the tragedy complete Felix should shuffle 
himself off at once, The actress killed herself 
for him, and the artist killed himself for the 
actress. If he would kill himself for both it 
would be the logical outcome of the affair, 
but in all probability he is one of those phleg- 
matic, philosophical Germans who will only 
shrug his shoulders when he hears of the shoot- 
ing, with a feeling of satisfaction that he is rid 
of the actress and a feeling of profound won- 
derment at the unselfishness of Herr Koch. 
Certainly the latter was unselfish. In the long, 
absurd, and grotesque record of self-immola- 
tions for love’s sake Koch should head the list. 
But men have made fools of themselves before 
on this account, even so far back as in the 
days of Helen of Troy. Probably they will 
continue to do so until the end of the chapter, 
unless that long-expected reformer, the fool- 
killer, should put in his appearance. 


THE PRURIENT PRUDES OF BROOKLYN. 

Iron may become so cold that it has all the 
effect of heat when applied to the flesh. In 
like manner virtue may become so mtense 
that it has all the effect of vice, and prudery 
can take on the worst forms of pruriency. It 
even may grow so unnatural as to arouse the 
suspicion that it is a cloak for immodesty. It 
is this kind of prurient prudery which has 
attacked some of the principals of the schools 
in Brooklyn and has led them to the decision 
that Longfellow’s exquisite poem, “ The 
Building of the Ship,” is so erotic in its tend- 
encies that, like Tolstoi’s “ Kreutzer Sonata,” 
it should not only be excluded fromthe mails 
but from the schools also, lest the children o* 
the City of Churches be contaminated by 
the picture of the young man looking upon his 
beautiful bride, counterpart of old ocean wait- 
ing impatiently to take the ship to its bosom, 
one of the sweetest, purest, and most tender of 
all the illustrations conceived by one of the 
sweetest, purest, and most tender of all the 
American poets. 

After reading that Longfellow’s “ Building 
of the Ship may be expurgated from the list 
of literary works to be used in the schools of 
that city it is not surprising to learn that 
James Russell Lowell’s stately poem, The 
Vision of Sir Launfal,” also was recently 
forbidden to be used in the same schools. 
Having entered upon this crusade it will not 
be astonishing if many more of the gems of 
American and foreign poetical literature shall 
also be excluded, and eventually Brooklyn 
youth may be confined to such entirely safe 
works as Pollock’s Course of Time,” Tup- 
per’s Proverbial Philosophy, Klopstock’s 
„Messiah, and Watte’ Hymns. When a pru- 
rient prude is desirous of finding evil he can 
find it in the most innocent places by the as- 
sistance of his methods of distortion and his 
own evil imaginings. It is possible to give a 
double meaning to any sentence or stanza, il- 
lustration or metaphor, and to assume an in- 
tention which never was in the 
mind of the writer, and this ap- 
pears to have been done by the Brook- 
lyn prudes. What makes their offense 
all the mere intolerable is that they should 
have chosen a poem of Longfellow’s, the purest 
and most refined of all American poets, pos- 
sibly excepting the good Quaker poets, Whit- 
tier and Bryant, not only in his literary work 
but also in his life. The action of these 
prudes is probably the outcome of the de- 
cision of the Post-O ffice Department in the 
affair of the Kreutzer Sonata, but there is 


no connection between the two events. To 


place Longfellow’s “ Building of the Ship” 
on the same. plane of morals with Count 
Tolstoi’s book, confessedly the work of a 
very diseased imagination caused by an un- 
balanced mind, is an insult to the memory of 
Longfellow. Every well-disposed person will 


feel like rising and indignantly demanding } 


that these prudes shall keep their unclean 
hands off this beautiful poem. If absolute 
justice were done they should be relieved 
promptly from their positrons as educators of 
the young. Teachers with such sharpened 
moral perceptions and such sensitive qualifica- 
tions for discovering evil are unsafe guides 
for the young.
